If Brown’s land and other property 
is taken into bankruptcy—as much 
of it has first deeds of trust—credti- 
ors will not realize more than 10 cents 
on the dollar, Haw declared.

Jportant that the facts be established. 
Testifying before the Senate Com- 
(rnittee on Interstate Commerce, Feb­ 
ruary 1, 1922, William Gibbs McAdoo, 
former director general of railroads 
during the first year of Federal Con­ 
trol, said: 


“An . absolute 
essential 
to the 
!achievement of these imperative needs 
'(relieving the unprecedented confes­ 
sion of traffic and restoring efficient 
operation of the railroads) was 
to 
satisfactorily 
dispose of the 
labor 
problem. 
“Railroad employes throughout the 
country were thoroughly discontent­ 
ed and strikes were imj>ending every­ 
where. 
“The railroad executives had tes­ 
tified before the Interstate Commerce 
Commission and elsewhere that rail­ 
road wages were below the scale paid 
in competitive 
niduntries and had 
been seeking increases in rates 
in 
order that they might increase wages. 
“Railroad labor was grossly under­ 
paid and 
there 
were 
many grave 
abases in the matter of working con­ 
ditions on the railroads which need­ 
ed correction. 
“It was clear that railroad employes 
could not be expected to work for 
the railroads at lower rates of pay 
than they could 
command in 
the 
eomjMititive industries throughout the 
country. 
“The high cost of living had made 
it impossible for many of them to live 
on the wages 
they 
were receiving 
and it was clearly in the interest of 
jujstice and right, to say nothing of 
the wisdom and reason of the policy, 
to bring their wages to a level which 
would enable the 
railroads to com­ 
mand the requisite amount of serv­

quire into the subject and make a 
finding. 
This Commission was composed of 
the late Franklin K. Lane, then Secre­ 
tary of the Interior; C. C. McChord, 
member of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission; J. H. Covington, chief 
justice of the Supreme Court of the 
District of Columbia, and W. R. Wil­ 
cox, Chairman of the National 
Re­ 
publican Committee. 
“This Commission”, 
Mr. 
McAdoo 
testified, “upon exhaustive investiga­ 
tion, found that 
railroad labor HAD 
BEEN DEPLORABLY UNDERPAID, 
and recommended an increase rang­ 
ing from 43 per cent for the lowest 
paid to nothing for the highest paid. 
“In this connection, the findings of 
this commission 
utterly 
refute the 
charges 
that railroad employes took 
advantage of the war emergency to 
wring undeserved 
and unreasonable 
concessions in wages from the govern­ 
ment. 
The Commission said: 
“ Tt has been a somewhat popular 
impression 
that 
railroad 
employes 
were among the

mission that railroad labor was

aaid, were the sole basis for making 
a wage increase retroactive to Janu­ 
ary 1, 1918. 
Mr. McAdoo continued: 
Until recently no question was ever 
raised as to the justice and propriety 
of the increases in wages so made. . 
There was not the slightest complaint 
from any railroad executive that 
the 
wage increases promulgated on Gener­ 
al Order No. 27 and in the 
supple­ 
ments thereto were too high; 
and 
never at any time during that year 
were railroad wages too high. 
“The fact is that railroad employes 
worked for less pay during the war 
an nay other 
rlass 
of industrial 
workers doing similar work. The fur- 
tber fact is that ms fair complaint can 
be made of Mm part the raiiroed em­ 
ployes performed daring the war. The 
realisation that they were working for 
their government in the stress 
and 
strain of 
war, 
that their patriotic 
service was essential to victory, and 
that they woeM he fairly treated, in­ 
spired and sparred them to unusual 
effort end to faithful service”. 
“The railroad employes patriotical­ 
ly gave up privileges and concessions 
which their organisations had obtain­ 
ed through many years of negotiation 
and 
controversy**. 
These 
sacrifices, 
Mr. McAdoo added, in the cost of mak­ 
ing locomotive repairs alone, resulted 
in an annual saving of $50,000,000. 
The evidence, then, is that railroad 
workers were not overpaid, bet that 
they were, before and dnring federal 
control, underpaid, 
a 
discrimination 
that did not effect their loyal and ef­ 
ficient services.
